ek May laſt, and now lately Ratified between Us and the ſaid King, 
"NP ANG 7 SD Articles okPeace, Commerte and Alliance, not onely foꝛ the renewing 
the ancient Friendſhip which hath been fozmerly between Our 
Royal Pꝛogenitoꝛs and the Kings of Spain, but allo foꝛ the maintaining a nearer Coꝛ⸗ 
reſpondence and Entercourle, and enlarging ths Liberties of Trade between the two 
Crowns and their Subjects, and foz the ſettlement thereof upon laſting Foundations. 
THherefoze We do declare to all Pur loving Subjects Dur Will and: Pleaſure, That 
the ſaid Articles ok Peace and Commerce be obſerved inviolably, as well by Land as 
by Sea, and Freſſz-waters, throughout all the Lands, Countreys and Dominions un⸗ 
der Our Obedience; ſtrictly Charging and Commanding them to take notice hereof, 
and to obſerve and accomplilh) all that hereunto belongeth. 


Given at Our Court at Whitehall the Twelfth day of February 166. In the Twentieth 
year of Our Reign. |
